Jesuit Tells Western Catholics 
To ‘Know’ Russian Ceremonies 


Unthinking Catholics will be the greatest drawback to the 
work of converting Russia. This was the warning which the Rev. 
Frederick Wilcock, SJ, gave to his audience in Terence Donaghoe 
hall on Jan. 11 when he lectured on ‘'The Catholic Church Fac- 


ing Russia.”’ 

An English-born Jesuit, Fa- 
ther Wilcock has worked with 
the Russian people for 15 years 
and is now director of the Rus- 
sian center in New York. His 
lecture was part of the current 
concert-lecture series sponsored 
by the Student Leadership 
Council. 

Lack of Understanding 

Autributing this danger to Russian 
conversion to a lack of understanding 
of religious rites, Father Wilcock 
called upon western Catholics to study 
and appreciate the Russian way of 
religion, 

“The conversion of Russia is large- 
ly a psychological problem,” he ex- 
plained. “The Russians are afraid

Western Catholics are under the same 
impression, 

“Actually,” Father continued, “the 
Pope is the only basis for the separa- 
tion. To be reinstated with the Roman 
Catholic Church the Orthodox Chris- 
tians need only recognize him as their 
head. Everything else about their re- 
ligion would remain the same.” 

Sacraments of the Orthodox Church 
are the same as those of the Russian 
Catholic Rite, he said. Differences be- 
tween the two systems are essentially 
psychological rather than theological, 
according to Father Wilcock. 

Church Has Unity 

“The unity of the Catholic Church 
is marvelous because it is not a uni- 
formity,” the speaker remarked in 
explaining the various rites in the 
Church. “We have the greatest variety 
and the greatest unity.” 

On the morning following the lec- 
ture Father Wilcock celebrated Mass 
in the eastern rite in the Chapel of the 
Sacred Heart. Under his direction the 
college schola was trained to sing the 
responses in Russian or English. On 
the preceding morning, freshman 
Sophie Loboyko, a member of the 
Ukranian Catholic Church, sang re- 
sponses.
